Columbia, Mo., Dec., 21.— Dry 
w eather in the late sum m er and 
early fall brought about decreas­ 
ed planting of w heat and lowered 
the condition to the greatest 
de­ 
gree in 50 years with the excep­ 
tion of 1925, a report issued here 
today by E. A. 
Logan, 
federal 
statistician in Missouri, said. 
Logan said seeding 
this 
fall 
was on 2,710,000 acres. 
20 
per 
cent less than the 3,387,000 acres 
last year. 
The condition was set 
at 66 per cent of norm al with the 
crop in poorest shape in the w est­ 
ern section. 
“ With 
average 
abandonm ent 
and yield, 
the 
harvest 
should 
bring 32,500,000 bushels of wheat 
next year, a figure which 
com­ 
pares with a yield of 41,207,000 
this year and 31,407,000 a year 
ago,” he said. “ Rye seding also 
is reduced, being 106,000 acres in 
comparison with 176,000 sown in 
the fall of 1936, a reduction of 40 
per cent.” 
The report indicated that d ry ­ 
ness during the fall plowing sea­ 
son prevented much of the seed­ 
ing, with greatest reductions in 
acreage taking place in the North 
Central and N orthwestern C oun­ 
ties, down 34 to 46 per cent, while 
increases of 5 per cent were shown 
in the South Central section and 
13 per cent in the Southeast. 
W heat conditions are lowest in 
the western third of

from 57 to 68 per cent of normal,
